A genuine human virtue means 
something more than a course of con- 
duct externally right. It means right 
conduct pursued from the love of it. 
The partisan of a real toleration will 
be found in the man whose personal 


cial importance of those functions of 
instruction, persuasion and counsel, 
properly belonging to the social organs. 
of religion and morality, and upon the 
enlightened exercise of which the real 
morulization of the people does in fact 
depend. Such a one will comprehend 


the shallowness and insufficiency of 


any such moralization, necessarily ext- 
ernal only, as could be accomplished 
by the instramentalities at the com- 
mand of the temporal government; for 
if even universally right conduct could 
be instituted among a people by mere

Question—We often hear the term

Answer—Their number is legion ;

In few 
words, without holding that the use of 
tea is as bad as the use of alcoholic 
liquors, one may well believe that the 
total abstinence reformers have, in 
their red-hot zeal against rum, encou- 
raged ‘an indulgence in tea drinking 
which will one day have to be fought 
against with might and main to E 
the wholesale ruin of multitudes. A 
tea-drunkard may be defined as one 
who drinks strong tea several times a 
day, who depends on it instead of food 
and rest for strength, and who can not 
go on without bringing on distressing 
symptoms.

THE FAMILY CIRCLE. 


MARRTIAx is the foundation, the family is the edifice which it is intended to 
erect, and all the forces of true society are or will be directed toward this 
result. Labor, wealth, science, are the handmaids first of the family, then of 
society as a whole, and if the neglect of one is{inevitable, that one is not the 
family, when its demands and necessities are abundantly supplied, then in the 
illimitable field beyond, there is all the room that ambition or ideality can 
desire. | 

In the family—at home—men and‘womenfare themselves; self knowledge 
is acquired best where the barriers and restraints ef society find no place; 
men and women at home are commonplace to each other, and in far too many 
instances ‘‘ familiarity breeds contempt ;” all the little failings crop out there, 
peculiarities of temperament, disposition, and taste ; all the crudities, oddities, 
and insanities of previous generations by hereditary entailment are exhibited, 
and it is not an uncommon thing for moral cowards and petty tyrants to 
shelter themselves behind this great fact of life, and under cover thereof to 
play such fantastic tricks before high heaven as®might make the angels 
weep.” 

Brutality, lust, and kindred damning evils spring around the fires of home, 
and their unhaliowed, blighting influences pierce the very heart of society, by 
virtue of the fact, that amid this miasma, this polluted atmosphere, propaga- 
tion is not by law of nature suspended or prohibited, like begets like,” and 
so an unblest generation is perpetuated to repeat ad infinitum the horrid story 
of the past. The proverb says that ‘‘every closet hath its skeletun,” and 
surely the conclusion approximates the truth; primitive misunderstanding of 
life, then misuse of life, malpractice and,persistent leading in the one way, 
spite of countless efforts made in every conceivable direction, stamps as with 
the seal of Omniscience the fearful depths and shadowy gulfs, nay veritable 
craters of our social condition. ; 

Our Capitols may be marvelous in the glory of architecture, our promenades 
and boulevards may catch the eye by their magnificent distances; art may 
erect her picture galleries and unveil her sculptured glories ; the reading room 
and the newspaper may be free as air, exhibitions may dazzle and bewilder by 
the vast variety of human skill, and men may hope that the millennium is close 
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at hand; but beneath this grand, this artificial exterior, there lurks the 
smouldering fires of final overthrow. | | 

Nor is wealth an antidote to this moral poison of our time, indeed increase 
of wealth but seems to enlarge man's opportunities for the gratification of per- 
verted appetites and ever-increasing desires; incrcase of wages among the 
laboring population, greater facilities for acquiring means by the commercial 
classes, the wonderful increase in the rent roll of the aristocracy by the rapid 
multiplication of the people, have in each case led to extravagance and sensual 
indulgence, until demoralization has grown more rapidly even than these 
enlarged facilities; means given, without intelligence and opportunity equal 
to the advance, must inevitably produce disastrous results; in the startling 
statement that ‘‘ Englishmen are only lodgers,” may be found the germ of 
many evils, home in the sense which applies to its being a real and personal 
thing is almost unknown, it is a rare thing for a man to own his house, and 
rare also for a common man to have a strip of soil; hence there is a lack of 


interest in the thing itself as in its surroundings; rising early in the morning 


amen betake themselves to labor, returning at night to find a bite and bed ; or 
if an interval between the two is found, the beerhouse offers its glittering 
attractions in contrast to a cheerless, pent-up home, so thousands go down the 
way to death, and because of many things the whole head is sick, and the 
whele heart faint ;” and even in the very best and brightest of the homes of 
man, there is ample necessity for the glorifying influence and spirit of higher. 
truth, 

Nor does it appear possible to develop this family life without some con- 
ceptions of its origin, aud some idea in regard to its purpose; a wise builder 
generally follows the instructions of a qualiſied architect, there is a design, 
there are details, and constant intelligent supervision alone can from the.crude 
material awake to beauty the mental, spiritual ideal. Now the family com- 
pact is of divine origin, it is an eternal arrangement, it exists in the heavens ; 
our primal home was there, and the instincts of the spirit, even when veiled in 
flesh, move to organization; we group around our special centres, and the 
families of earth are but a faint shadow thrown upon the plains of time, of the 
groupings before us and behind; it is not by chance that we form in this 
direction, we honor in this, so far as we bring true intelligence to bear upon 
the position, an established function of our being. 

It must be evident that the experience gained in these eternities in regard 
to family must be immense ; if the avenues of communication were open, it 
would be of great value to the human family in the midst of prevailing igno- 
Tance ; men might imitate this Divine system, aud by continuance reproduce 


on earth this order of the heavens ; surely if this possible revelation were an 


established fact, among the first ideas received would be the necessity of 
headship. The highest, brightest, purest of earth, taught his disciples to pray 
„Our Father,” and Jesus claimed not to do his own will, but the wilt of his 
Father who sent him ;” here is the fundamental principle of authority, and 
the conclusive practice of obedience ; we err not then in saying that the head 
of the family is the father, he is to it the fountain of rule, the court of 
appeal, the arbitrer of justice, the centre around which each orb of the little 
system will or should revolve; this is natural, reasonable, Scriptural and 
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rar yet this rule, while ‘sovereign, must not be arbitrary, while it ig 


absolute it must not be tyrannical; it is not the rule of mind over mutter, of 


the workman‘over simple element, but it is the action of intelligence upon 
intelligence; without force, but with coercion, so to speak, silent, and
